THE CENSUS OF MACAO, 

We received some time ago an claborate 
return of the Census of Macao,'taken on 
3Lst December 1878, in « pamphlet form, 
covering 57 pp. foolscap, indlading 17 large 
tables of comparison and several other 
smaller ones, The pamphlet is issued with 
the Boletim da Provincia de Macao e Timor 
of the Stet December 1880, Considering 
the many ‘obtacles that aro always found ‘in 
tho way in undertaking » work of this na-' 
ture, the Committee, which is composed of 
twelve well-known residents of Macao, in- 
cluding two Chinamen, ought to-he. con- 
gratulated for the enormous amount of 
pains: they have taken in compiling. the 
pamphlet, which would appear’ to be as ac- 
curate as possible. 

‘The late Governor of Macab, in an order 
dated the 22nd October 1878, sot down the 
Census of Macao to be taken on the 3ist

The evidence in this case hag been already 
published in our colunné—of—Police re- 
ports. The girl Li Ami had lived, until

Two days aftér, sho was taken -by the

Inspectors. to the “brothel. The pt 's 
mother, after she had lost ‘her daughter, 
searched for her in Canton, and ‘eventually 
came to Hongkong to look for her, whero 
she found her in 4 brothel, No. 39, in West.
